Now, in death, he is, after long 
delay, to speak to us through the 
publication of his diaries.

He looked at Congress with con- 
tempt, because in 1947-48 Con- 
gress was being led by pious 
demagogues who said we should 
reduce taxes by cutting down 
the Army and Navy drastically, 
particularly the Air Force. 
seemed madness to him. He 
foresaw Korea—not that exact 
geographic spot, to be sure. But 
he envisioned “a” Korea. 

He was sniped at by Congress 
and by the more conservative and 
reactionary press. Some of the 
nationally syndicated columnists 
attacked him unfairly. By then 
he was sick and these attacks 
loomed larger than they were. 

It is likely he had a contempt 
for the Presideut. the cabinet 
and all concerned when they 
named Louis Johnson Secretary 
of Defense. Johnson began to 
carry out policy and to say 
pretty harsh things of Forrestal. 
Republicans were making polit- 
ical hay of military costs. So, 
Johnson slashed deep. 

A few weeks later a broken, 
weeping Forresta! said to friends, 
“They (the Russians) are going 
to catch us unprepared. Ameri- 
can soldiers will be dying in a 
year.” 

He was right. 

He was one who did a magnifi- 
cent job in the crucial Italian 
election; of 1948. Money was col- 
lected in this country and Ital- 
jians showed how to use the door- 
to-door techniques for getting out 
‘the vote. He was in those days, 
keen and shrewd, and effective. 

He was a great man. There is 
room here E but a few com- 
ments. His diaries will be used— 
as the Bible is—to prove what 
persons want proved. They will 
be interpreted this way and that. 
But his great honesty and vision 
will shine through—as will his 
patriotism and selflessness. Amer- 
icans must read them for under- 
standing.

“SUMMARY REPORT” 

The second was a copy of the 
“summary report” of his China 
mission which Wallace had made) 
on July 10, 1944, to President | 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. This had | 
not been generally published, 
though it was printed on Jan. 19, 
1950, in the New York Times. 


The third document was a se- 
ries of recommendations about 
China which Wallace had cabled 
from New Delhi in two sections to 
Roosevelt in June of 1944. 


The fourth was a covering let- 
ter from President Truman him- 
self dispatching all this to Vice 
President Alben W. Barkley, the 
-Senate’s presiding officer, “for use 
in such ways as you deem appro- 
priate.” 

While Wallace said nothing di- 
rectly of the Administration’s cur- 
rent policy in Asia, his action was 
a defense of Vincent and, by im- 
plication, of others in the State 
Department who long had been 
accused of seeking to undercut the 
Chiang Kai-shek regime. 

HE CHANGED MIND 

He recalled that his own views 
of Chinese problems had under- 
gone “a sharp change” since 1944, 
apparently referring to the fact 
that for a time in the intervening 
vears he had taken a line which 
his critics called similar to that 
which the Communists in the 
United States had taken. 

He observed, however, that “re- 
cent events” had caused him to 
believe that his opinions of 1944, 
which he had described as in ef- 
fect for continued ‘support of 
Chiang Kai-shek, formed “the 
sound judgment.” 

At the outset of his letter, he 
indicated to Mr. Truman that he 
was handing over his old papers 
be ause Vincent and Lattimore 
had been attacked in August be- 
fore the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee as “members of the 
Communist Party,” while they 
were serving in the Wallace mis- 
sion. 

CLEARS LATTIMORE

‘tribute to and to the best of my 
knowledge knew nothing about 
either the cable from New Delhi 
or the formal report to the Presi- 
dent delivered in Washington. 


“He offered me no political ad- 
vice at any time sufficiently sig- 
nificant to be recalled now, and' 
when we were together he talked 
chiefly about scholarly subjects of

In 1940 the statisticians took the census 
figures, got out their slide rules and came 
up with a prediction that has got this na- 
tion into trouble—double trouble. They 
looked at the 7.2 per cent increase in popu- 
| lation between 1930 and 1940 and they said 

that the population of these United States 
had reached the leveling-off stage. 

The 1930’s were lean years, especially 
the early ones of that decade. Parents 


were pretty careful about adding extra 


mouths to feed. Perhaps two could starve 
as cheap as one in those depression days, 
but even that fact was not conducive to a 
high marriage rate. 

But by the end of the decade times 
were better and then there came the 1940's 
with a war which threw the expert predic- 
tions about population all out of kilter. 
Instead of a leveling off, between 1940 and 
1950 the population jumped by 23,000,000, 
an increase of 17 per cent, more than 
double that of the previous 10 years. In 
the less than two years since the 1950 nose 
count about 3,600,000 people have joined 
the population. *% 

One very tangible and troublesome re- 
sult of this spurt in population growth is 
that our schools are short on learning 
room. 

There just aren’t enough seats to go 
around. So in at least one Atlanta school, 
in Fulton County, in Savannah, in Char- 
lotte, N. C., in almost any city today there 
must be double sessions—plague of parents 
who have children in each session, morn- 
ing and afternoon. 

Double sessions are with us and will 
stay until the schools expand to meet the 
population. That is why school budgets 
are bigger than ever before. That is why 
Miss Ira Jarrell says it will take $6,000,000 
to expand school facilities i nthe enlarged 


city of Atlanta i nthe next five years. 

That is what “Buck” Anderson, Polk 
County school superintendent, had in mind 
when he said his county must support a 
proposed $620,000 bond issue in an election 
on Tuesday, Sept. 25. 

“We are 10 years behind with our 
building needs now,” this fine Georgia 
school man declared. “The children of 
Polk County—the ones who will be the 
leaders of tomorrow—are suffering every 
day because of the overcrowded and in- 
adequate conditions in the schools.” 

Mr. Anderson said that with Minimum 
Foundation funds alone- Polk County could 
never catch up. That is why a bond issue 
becomes necessary. 

Cobb County recently voted a million 
and a half dollars to meet similar condi- 
tions and has under construction now four 
new high school buildings and as many 
elementary schools. | 

Ten years behind with our school build- 
ing program! And the population increase 
between now and 1960 is estimated at 19 
per cent, which would give us 180,000,000 
people by that time. 

Blame the experts of 1940, if you wish 
to, for misleading us into double sessions 
today. But by now we can see how wrong 
they. were. There is no evidence that 
population will level off, that we will 
reach static condition. 

Instead, every indication is to the con- 
trary. Especially is this true in the At- 
lanta area and in the South generally. 

We must build schools on that premise. 
We must plan a great school building pro- 
gram now and execute those plans as soon 
as the funds and building materials can be 
made available. Otherwise, by the end of 
this decade we’ll be forced to triple ses- 
sions in our schools. 


Suppose a Real Atom Bomb Should Hit P 


A make-believe enemy dropped an atom 
bomb at Five Points Friday night. Theo- 
retically it would have ripped the heart 
out of Atlanta, causing at least 25,000 cas- 


ualties. 

This make-believe bombing points up 
the fact that the civil population of the 
United. States is completely unprepared 
for an actual A-bomb attack. Nine out of 
10 citizens are wholly unaware of what 
they should do in case of atomic attack 
and its aftermath of destruction. The re- 
sultant panic caused by ignorance might 
well destroy the nation. 


Engraved Invitations for 


Governor Dewey’s request that the 
United States stop handing Stalin “en- 
graved invitations for conquest” and estab- 
lish an alliance of Pacific nations to bal- 
ance Atlantic Pact defenses in Europe is, 
unless we have misinterpreted our present 
foreign policy, already the objective of 
that policy. 


Under the necessarily slow evolvement 
of United States aims, alliances have al- 
ready been established in the outer fringes 
of the Pacific, with Australia, New Zea- 
land and the Philippines. State Depart- 
ment objectives as disclosed include bring- 
ing other Pacific nations into the common 
security program, including Japan and 
some of the other smaller countries, as 
soon as their governments become stable 
enough to make such ties practical. 


The New York governor’s proposal to 
establish a plan similar to ECA for Asia 


Civil Defense Directors Millard Cald- 
well recently declared that Russia is 10 
years ahead of us in civil defense training 
and planning. They have used our own 
publications as a basis for much of that 
training. ‘This makes it all the harder to 
understand why the United States Con- 
gress takes the problem'so lightly, know- 
ing the nation is vulnerable. 

Atlanta’s A-bomb drill was a good 
thing. We hope all citizens will take 
civilian defense seriously and make every 
effort to learn the fundamentals of what 
to do if case of attack. It might save lives 
and property one of these days.

American policy as it 
has unfolded included the first problem 
of securing Western civilization through 
strengthening the nations of Western

This expedient, born of .necessity, gave 
rise to tensions which finally culminated 
in the firing of General MacArthur.

Congress _Passes 


Socialistic Bill 


WASHINGTON—Congress, which has been 
the main source of criticism against the social- 
istic trend in government and the lack of 

economy in governmental expenditures, has committed an act 
that does extreme violence to the principle of these two com- 
plaints. 

By overwhelming majorities both houses of Congress have 
overriddén President Truman’s veto of a new veterans’ pension 
bill which is about as socialistic as any piece of legislation devised 
in recent years. The bill provides special pensions to war vet- 
erans who become disabled from ailments or injuries connected 
in no way, even remotely, with their former military service. 

Estimates are that the measure will eventually cost the gov- 
ernment upwards of $400,000,000 a year, although the Veterans 
Administration fixes the first year’s cost at only $16,700,000. All 
sense of economy on the part of those who have been loudly 
shouting for economy was thrown to the winds in the face of 
demands by various veterans organizations that the pension plan 
be adopted. 

It is further proof of the statement that when the needs for 
economy clash with political pressure, principle dies and pressure 
wins. In politics it is the greater of the two conflicting forces. 


For Example To show how thé new legislation works, 

| suppose two men are riding in an automo- 
bile which has a wreck. Both are permanently disabled. One of 
them happens to be a former soldier. Because of his past military 
service he will be entitled to a sizable lifetime pension, although 
the wreck which brought about his injury may have occurred 
years after he left the service. The friend riding with him in the 
car gets nothing. 

The President pointed out the disparity in such treatment at 
the time his veto message was sent to Congress last month. He 
said it violates the sound principle which should govern in such 
matters—namely, “that new legislation dealing with veterans’ 
problems should be limited to the special and unique needs which 
arise directly from military service; the other needs of veterans— 
those which do not arise directly from military service—should 
be met through comprehensive programs for veterans and non- 
veterans alike.” 

In other words, if benefits for the type of disabilities provided 
in the bill are to be given to veterans, he said they should apply 
to all citizens, not merely to our former servicemen. 

Obviously, Congress sets up a standard which will give other 
organized groups the right to come in and demand the same treat- 
ment. It is something that goes far beyond the socialized medical 
aid program of Great Britain and the proposed government 
health insurance plan advanced here, against which there has been 
such a hue and cry.

Wonder Weapons Fiction? 


WASHINGTON—The soothing “wonder weapon” story is get- 
ting under way again. President Trgmman has given it a boost. 
Sen. Brien McMahon has given it a good hard shove. The Air 
Force has published a series of publicity photographs, lacking 
nothing but glorious technicolor, of its new “Matador” guided 
missile. And now we have the President’s request for a supple- 
mental appropriation of more than $400,000,000 for the South 
Carolina hydrogen bomb plant. 

Maybe there really are wonder weapons, which will win wars 
miraculously. But it is also well to remember that the reports 
about these weapons are generally phony. 

For instance, the “Matador” guided missile’s top speed is 
known to be subsonic, and its guidance system is reported to be 
far from refined. For these reasons one of the great experts in 
the field has described the “Matador” as “representing a great 
increase in expense but little improvement in performance over 
the German V-1 weapon of the last war.” Behind the loud Air 
Force clamor about the “Matador,” one detects the tensions of the 
bitter interservice struggle over control of guided missiles. 

Even the problem of the hydrogen ‘bomb, with its terrible 
potentialities, needs to be approached in the same spirit of skep- 
ticism. For it is very far from sure, as yet, that this weapon 
from which so much is hoped and feared is going to turn out to 
be a practical proposition. — 


The reasons for the uncertainty are sim- 
ple enough, despite the ghastly complexi- 
ties of modern physics. In brief, there are two main kinds of 
theoretically possible hydrogen bombs. In the first kind, plu- 
tonium fission will touch off a nuclear explosion of the very rare 
superheavy hydrogen, tritium. The possibility of this kind of 
bomb has been pretty well proved by the recent test at Eniwetok, 
in which a hundred kiloton plutonium bomb, which means an 
atomic bomb equivalent to 100,000 tons of TNT, was successfully 
exploded. This Eniwetok bomb will at least provide the needed 
“trigger” for a tritium bomb. 

In the second main kind of hydrogen bomb, plutonium will 
trigger tritium, and tritium will trigger a chain reactive nuclear 
explosion in any quantity of deuterium which the weapons makers 
may choose to build into the bomb. This second kind of hydrogen 
bomb, and only this kind, is the wonder weapon with theoretically 
If it were not for the possibility— 
the rather slender possibility—that this second kind of bomb 
can some day be built, the hydrogen bomb project would be 
fruitless. 

The figures tell the tale. The South Carolina plant now in 
construction is designed to produce tritium. But the production of 
tritium takes infinitely longer and consumes an immeasurably 
larger quantity of fissionable raw stuff than the production of plu- 
tonium. And in terms of explosive power you get a poor return on 
your investment from a tritium bomb. 


Needed Trigger 


saat Speaking very crudely, the investment 
Fiction App roach that will probably be needed to produce 
a single tritium bomb capable of devastating an area of 120 square 
miles, can equally well produce about 80 Nagasaki-type plutonium 
bombs, capable of devastating an area of nearly 7,000 square miles. 
In contrast to tritium, the commoner form of heavy hydrogen, 
deuterium, can be manufactured relatively cheaply and in great 
quantities. But a certain reaction of a pure mass of deuterium, 
which would be the heart of the atomic bomb of unlimited power, 
takes time to get going. The whole hideous contraption would, in 
fact, have to be held together, somehow or other, for about 30 
times as long as the Hiroshima bomb had to be held together. And 
this holding together would have to continue for a good many mil- 
lionths of a second—equivalent to centuries in the eyes of atomic 
weapons designers—after the plutonium and tritium triggers had 

already gone off with fearful force. 
Of course these facts by no means constitute arguments against 


.the great new plant for tritium production that is now being built 


near Aiken, S. C. Even if the hydrogen bomb does not turn out to 
be a wonder weapon after all, there are important uses for limited 
quantities of tritium in atomic weapons design; and the same reac- 
tors built to produce tritium en masse can also be converted to ef- 
ficient production of plutonium. What these facts add up to, in 
short, is simply a practical warning against what may be called 
the science fiction approach to American military problems,

Arranging a ‘Draft’ Takes Time 


WASHINGTON—It suddenly seems to be taken for granted that Gen. Dwight: 

Eisenhower is réceptive to a presidential nomination, and equally accepted that 

he is a Republican. As to the latter, there never really seemed to be much doubt, 

The general has said nothing publicly, but the outburst of activity by his pro- 

fessional political lieutenants would indicate that they have had, somehow or other, 

ie what is known in politics as “the word,” or are acting on a reliable hunchs Or 

else, taking an anxious look at the calendar realized sort of simultaneously that they'd better 
take things into their owns hands, get up steam, and create a situation from. which the. general. 
could not withdraw very well without letting down his friends and, as they would put it piously,’ 


his country. 
They could gamble, too, on human. nature—in 
this case that it’s very hard for a man to turn 
down a chance for the presidency—and the 
Eisenhower promoters can honestly sell this as a 
much-better-than-normal chance. 


Gamble or not, time is awasting, and it 
takes time to arrange a “draft.” They could 
wait a bit longer, perhaps. The “draft” for 
the late Wendell Willkie, a businessman and, 
like General Ike, an outsider, got under way 
about six months before the convention. 
Unlike Mr. Willkie, the general needs no 
buildup. But he does need delegates. 


Governor Dewey, who has political savvy and 
a knack for the timely maneuver, set off the 
Eisenhower blitzkrieg by scurrying about among 
known Eisenhower rooters at the Capitol in 
public view, and. then expressing confidence that 
the general was available. In the wake of that 
curtain-raising, there arrived in the city to hover 
about the Capitol ex-Sen. Harry Darby of Kan- 
sas, Ike’s home state, who is recognized as the 
general’s U. S. manager. He was confident, too, 
that the general is in the humor. 

But the real tip-off as to what’s up came in 
Mr. Darby’s line of talk. This is not a move- 
ment to “stop” anybody else, says he. There are 
lots of fine gentlemen being considered for the 
nomination, says he, naming a few. There is, 
says he, no attempt fo wean anybody away from 
another candidate. And so on. !t is the familiar 
stock script of presidential managers for years 
and years back, known as “the business.” 


Former Senator Darby is a genial, amiable 
fellow and tolerant, too. So he probably, won't 
take offense if all of this courtly language isn’t 
taken very seriously and if one should forecast 
that he and his associates will be out lining up 
delegates, stealing them away if necessary, and 
doing everything possible to assure the general’s 
nomination, which has to mean “stopping” some- 
body else. 

This is all true for ‘a very practical reason. 
There’s another man already in the race by the 
name of Sen. Robert A. Taft. His lieutenants 
are busy now, and have been for some time, 
rounding up convention support for the senator. 
They are in earnest, and‘so is their candidate. 
This is probably his last stab at the nomination 
he twice was denied, and, to him at least, it 


looks almost in his grasp. The senator and his 
corps of hard-boiled professionals are not in @ 
mellow or charitable mood. i Poy. 

The Eisenhower boosters count upon a public 
uprising to upset the professionals and influence 
the convention, with a lot of managing, of course, 
by their own professionals. It can be done, ag 
the Willkie episode demonstrated. And no po- 
litical managers ever had a better subject for @ 
convention revolution. | 

There is one possible obstacle of a psycho~ 
logical nature that might become important. It 
is an asset just now, however. This is the fact 
that the general] is a heroic military figure and 
it is to such that a frustrated people are inclined 
to look in the search for a deliverer from their 
troubles. On second.sober thought—for which 
there is time—there might be a resurgence of @ 
traditional instinct among our people for strictly 
civilian government that would reflect itself, nat-° 
urally, in opposition to a military man at the 
top, in the White House.

Bigger City’s 
1952 Budget 
Is Problem 


Job Classification 
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Another Hurdle

Like a family about to move 
into a bigger house, city admin- 
istration leaders have problems— 
and they are looking for even 
more serious ones before the city 
more than doubles its area next 
January. 

Primaries designating 21 offi- 
cials to represent the Seventh, 
Eighth and Ninth wards, which 
comprise the 82 square miles of 
new territory, are out of the way 
but the city planners can’t hope 
for much of a breather. Their 
principal worries for the moment 
might be summed up as: 

1. Devising a 1952 budget to ab- 
sorb a net gain of approximately 
600 county employees, who will 
be transferred to city payrolls un- 
der the plan. 


2. Adoption of a uniform clas-| 


sification plan ordered by the 
Legislature so that Atlanta and 


SERVICES EXPANDED 


Budgetary requirements for 
1952 will spiral because of the 
necessity for providing essential 
services for the new areas imme- 
diately. These include garbage 
collections, police and fire protec- 
tion, administration of parks and 
many others. The school situation 
under which Atlanta takes over 
42 Fulton schools in the expansion 
program already has been worked 
out co-operatively between the 
Atlanta and Fulton County boards 
of education. 

The task of arranging for the 
extension of the city limits and 
the attendant consolidation of 
many of the services has been 
made even more difficult because 
of the unfriendly attitude of some 
Fulton officials to the program, 
the city heads claim. 


Mayor Hartsfield, backed by 
numerous city department heads, 
complains that no specific list of 
employees who will be transferred 
to the city is yet available; that 
no inventory of county equipment 
which the city can expect has yet 
been filed, and that numerous oth- 
er questions are still unanswered. 
They hope that the recent action 
of commissioners in. pledging co- 
operation and ordering county de- 
partment heads to facilitate im- 
plementation of the plan will go 
far towards furnishing the an- 
swers. 


RECLASSIFICATION 


The reclassification program is 
providing fireworks because of 
general discontent among city;em- 
ployvees and department heads. 
This, too, is coupled with a gen- 
eral demand by city workers for 
a $30 monthly across the board 
hike in pay, at a cost of upwards

Warm, Fresh Apple Pie 
With Sharp Cheese 
Is Best Fall Dessert 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


Early dusks, crisp Fall evenings, and the smell of burning 
leaves stir my memories to the bountiful family dinners we used 
to have come September. Whatever the meal was, the ending was 
usually warm, thick, delicately spiced fresh apple pie. We always 
used to tell Mother how much better her pies were than any other 
time of the year. I know now it was only that apples were better 
in the Fall. 

Henry Ward Beecher understood the soul of apple pie when 
he wrote: “Nothing is so fatal to the rare and higher graces of 
apple pie as inconsiderate, vulgar spicing. It is not meant te be 
a mere vehicle for the exhibition of these spices in their own 
natures. It is a glorious unity in which sugar gives up its na- 
ture as sugar, and butter ceases to be butter, and each flavor- 
some spice gladly vanishes from its full nature, and all of them 
by a common death, may rise into the new life of an apple pie. 
Not that apple pie is no longer apple. It, too, is transformed. 
And the final pie, though born of apple, sugar, butter, cinna- 
mon, nutmeg, lemon is like none of these, but the compound 
ideal of them all, refined, purified, and by fire, fixed in blissful 
perfection.” (What a food writer Beecher would have made.) 

SOMEDAY WHEN EVERYTHING goes wrong and you are dis- 
couraged with life, go to the kitchen and with care and love make 
an apple pie. The creation of a superb pie will do wonders for you. 
The praise from the family will be good for your ego. If you do 
not have a favorite recipe here is mine. 


APPLE PIE 
4 teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
14 teaspoon grated lemon rind 
1 tablespoon butter 
1 recipe plain pastry

Here are 
some I have profited by through the years. 

1. To keep a pie shell in shape while baking, prick crust with 
fork then cut a square of waxed paper bigger than the pie. Lay 
it in the crust and spread 1% cups raw rice over it. Put pastry 
in oven. Remove paper and rice after about five minutes. Finish 
baking. This little weight keeps the crust from puffing. Keep 
rice in covered jar and use over again. 

2. Aluminum pans with a satiny finish, glass or enameled pie 
pans are the best for a well-baked, browned under crust. Shiny 
metals deflect heat anc crusts do not bake or brown well. 

3. When using sweetened fruit for pies, use only half the 
amount of sugar in your favorite recipes. 

4. To make the crust of a chilled pie taste its best, take it out 
of the refrigerator when you sit down to the main course, If the 
a has time to warm up slightly it will be ever so much more 
ender.

That’s the music to use in 
pulling yourself up to your full 
height. Wait ... don’t try to do 
the lifting with the chest, for this 
merely elevates the shoulders and 
makes for tension and rigidity. 
Keep shoulders relaxed and easy. 


All right, now pullifig snugly 
up and in with the girdle muscles, 
pull down and under with the big 
hip muscles .. . and remeasure. 
The hips will measure an inch 
smaller around, and the waist may 
be as much as two inches slim- 
mer, and the front line will be 
nice and flat. When you realign 
your posture you look and feel 
pounds lighter. And with all this 
streamlining you may find your- 
self an inch taller. 


The continual practice of good 
posture affords perfect exercise. 
So check the way you habitually 
sit. If you sit halfway out on the 
chair seat, slumped in the middle 
of your back, that’s fattening, for 
it pushes the abdominal wall out- 
ward, lets the girdle muscles fall 
down on the job and encourages 
sway-back. It’s streamlining to 
sit with the back of the hips 
against the back of the chair seat, 
and to pull up and in with the 
brace of girdle muscles. 


Good sitting and standing pos- 
ture may not seem natural just 
at first. It will if you restore 
proper tone to the middle muscles. 
Here is a corrective exercise that 
tones the long front muscles and 
straightens out sway-back, and 
squares the shoulders. 


Position: Lie on back on floor, 
feet elevated on low bench or 
chair seat, knees straight, arms 
down at sides, back of hands on 
floor. 


Movement: Flex right knee to 
chest, pulling up and in with ab- 
dominal muscles, pressing small of 
back smack against floor ... and 
at the same time circle arms 
around on floor overhead. Return 
foot to bench and swing arms 
straight down to sides. Continue 
bending alternate knees and circ- 
ling arms. Do this slowly and 
rhythmically six counts, later 
more.

will rarely co-operate with the 4 


doctor. However, I have seen a 
few children 5 or 6 years old 


under diathermy treatment co- | 


operate as well as any adult 


could. The children were pa- 
tients of the pioneer of tonsil di- 
athermy in New York City, but 
by now good doctors everywhere 
should have acquired as much 
skill as the pioneer had then. 

Only in exceptional instances 
is either diathermy treatment or 
operation necessary or advisable 
for children under 10 years of 
age, in my opinion. 

More’or less normal, perhaps 
physiological and beneficial to 
growth and development and 
natural immunity, is enlarge- 
ment or hypertrophy of tonsils 
and adenoids in childhood. 

A good doctor simply does not 
look in the child’s throat and 
decide the tonsils and adenoids 
are enlarged and must come out. 
That’s shameful abuse of public 
confidence. 

I repeat, mere enlargement 
(hypertrophy sounds more mor- 
bid but means the same thing) 
of tonsils and/or adenoid sody 
is more or less normal in chil- 
dren, particularly in late win- 
ter, spring or early summer. In 
any group of children whose 
tonsils are enlarged in the 
spring, re-examination in the 
autumn will show that in most 
instances the tonsils are no long- 
er so large. You see, the chil- 
dren have had the boon of a 
reasonable amount of fresh air 
and sunshine in the summer 
time. They are “protected” 
against fresh air and sunlight on 
naked skin in the winter time, 
because parents, doctors and 
teachers are afraid the poor kids 
will “take cold.” 

Adenoids are _ tonsils—same 
tissue composes the visible ton- 
sils and the third or pharyngeal 
tonsil, invisible except in a 
throat mirror, on the dome of 
the throat behind the tip of the 
soft palate. Some tonsil, adenoid, 
lymphoid tissue is always pres- 
ent there; when it is enlarged, 
swollen, hypertrophied we call 
it “adenoids.” 

Only occasionally is the 
pharyngeal tonsil so large that it 
obstructs the air-passage be- 
tween nose and throat endugh 
to call for surgical removal of 
the obstructing portion. 

In a good many instances 
moderate enlargement of the 
third tonsil obstructs free venti- 
lation of the ear through the 


Eustachian tube conecting post- 


nasal space with middle ear 
cavity. This accounts for a good 
deal of impaired hearing in 
children—often making a child 
seem “not bright” or ‘“back- 
ward” in school because no one 
bothers to have the hearing 
tested. In these cases of im- 
paired hearing and sometimes 
inflammation of the middle ear 
cavity, either X-ray or radium 
emanation (radon) treatments 


will shrink the adenoid tissue | 


and relieve the ear trouble or 
impaired hearing without pain 
or risk.

This city’s transit history 
doesn’t lag far behind that of the 
industry as a whole, Jackson P. 
Dick, chairman of the transit com- 
pany board, pointed out. 
The first horsecar appeared on 
the streets in New York City in 
1851—but the ashes left by Gen. 
Sherman had hardly cooled be- 
fore a transit firm was formed 
here. 
The Atianta Street Railroad Co. 
was chartered in 1866. Financial 
difficulties delayed service until 
1871. On Sept. 8 of that year, the 
first horsecar made its run from 
downtown Atlanta out Whitehall 
Street and over Mitchell, Forsyth 
and Peters Sts. to where Spelman 
College is now located. 
SEVEN RIVAL FIRMS 
By 1890, there were seven dif- 
ferent companies operating transit 
lines here. By this time mules 
were pulling the cars, with seven 
miles assigned to each car. Since ee 
the animals worked in pairs, the , gl DE pe od 
odd number made it possible to Gre ae [aR aay 2 
give each mule a day of rest each . © ME £2 Be 
week. 
In 1888, just before the advent 
of electric cars, Atlanta had 18 
miles of track, 50 cars and 250 
mules in its transit system. One 
hundred men operated the system 
for the entire city. 
Excitement ran high Aug. 23, 
1889, when the first electric car 
made its maiden run to cries from 
an assembled crowd: “Ain’t she a 
dandy?” 
HORSECARS FADED 
The horsecar faded rapidly from 
the Atlanta scene, and the city’s 
numerous transit companies grad- 
ually merged and consolidated. By 
1902 the system was owned and 
operated by a single firm, the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Co., 
which later became the Georgia 
Power Co.
